BODIES OF VICTIMS ARE FOUND. 


A terrific éxplosion in the basement of 6 
meat shop at- Archer avenue and Twenty- 
second street at 6:35 o'clock last night, fol- 
lowed by three other explosions of escaping 
gas, resulted in wide disaster, in the form 
of death, injury, and fire. A whole neigh- 
borhood was thrown into a panic, the street | 
was filled with flames, and the full cost of 
the wreckage is not yet certainly fixed. ~ 

Eleven charred bodies had been taken from 
the ruins of the little shop at 2 a. m., and it 
is thought other victims may stecget be there {| 
among the embera 

Rumor of Other Fatalities. 

Rumors of fatalities other than those ac-. 
counted for lacked verification. One eye- 
witness declared later that several custom- 
ers were in the store and must have been 
burned, but the police were not notified of any 
‘such missing persons. They are inclined to : 
believe the total deaths are eleven. 

Twenty-three names of persons had been 
listed by the police as injured, though many | 
with minor hurts left the acene before thetr ' 
names were sec 


| Cause of Beplosion a Mystery. 4 
caused the original explosion is 
a mystery, though three tnceries were ad- 
vanced last night: 

(1) That it resulted from an attempt to 
thaw.out frozen gas pipes. 

(2) That the twenty horse-power boiler 
used in the manufacture of sausage 
blew up, being followed by explosions | 
of gas. 

(3) That a “ pocket” of gas may have 
accumulated in the cellar and have 
been ignited by some one who was. 
starting the rae under the boflers. 


Trostel Family Wiped Out. 

The primary explosion occurred beneath 
the meat shop of Otto Trostel, 376 Twenty- 
second street, and there the fatalities oc- 
curred. Trostel, his wife and four children, 
his nephew, a family servant, another young 
woman who was a. family friend, were 
known to be in the building at the time. It 
‘fis now certain that at least two other persons 
perished whose names are now unknown. — 


Several More Explosins. 

A series of explosions followed that which 
wrecked the Trostel building. The gas 
in Archer avenue blew up manholes at the 
intersection with Princeton avenue and in 
of 2218 Archer avenue, violently 
shocking passing pedestrians and endanger- 
ing the lives of firemen. : 

Windows in the buildings from the tri- 
angular intersection of Twenty-second 
street and Princeton and Archer avenues to 
the corner of Twenty-third street and 
Archer avenue had scarcely an unbroken 
light left in them. The fronts of the bu:ld- 
ings along Twenty-second street west from 
the disaster suffered alse from the concus- 


sion.

Then the flames from the natural gas 
rose over the entire surface of the ruins and 
shot up in a fire that lighted up the entire 
neighborhood. The wall béetweén the market 
aud MacLeod’s saloon, on the east, fell over 
into that building, “crushing it against the 
‘walls of the People’ s Hospital 


to it. 
Cries of Victims Heard.’ 

The cries of the imprisoned victims in the 
two buildings followed the appearance éf 
the fire. From the ruins of the saloon men 
crawled, covered with wounds and bruises. 
People ran toward the scene from every di- 
rection, but they were able to render. little 
help. 

The dozen people in the saloon and the 
living-rooms above it helped each other to 
the street before their shelter caught fire, 
but only one man escaped from the market. 
’ He was a sausage maker; who shouted lus-' 
tily for help as he emerged from the burning 
wreckage in the basement. Men jumped 
down to help him, and as soon as he reached 
the street he disappeared. 


Manhole Explodes Under Engine .' 

Five minutes after the first explosion the 
cover of a manhole over the natural gas 
main, half a blockdown Archér avenue, blew 
off with a loud, rt. The fire-engine of 
Company 32, rushing in response to the 
alarm, was almost directly over it.. The

The explosion occurred just at ‘the hour.

A sharp ex- 
plosion, followed by a rumbling resembling 
‘an earthquake, was the first warning» the 
residents of the neighborhood had of a dis- 
aster. Buildings were shaken. Glass began 
to break and in the midst of the confusion a 


The people began to recover quickly from 
their alarm and ran into the streets to learn 
the cause of the explosions. The third and 
last explosion, of a manhole, occurred after 
the arrival of the fire department. 

All during the fire great crewds swarmed 
in the neighborhood, seeking to get near the 
scene of the explosion. 


Police Keep Back the Crowd. . : 
A platoon of police and ambulances com-

SIX DEAD IN ST. LOUIS FIRE. 


All Bodies of Those Buried Under the 
Wreckage of Fallen Building Have 


‘St. Louls, Mo,, Feb. 5.—The fire that last 
night destroyed the five-story bullding at 312 2 
and 314 Chestnut street, occupied by the 
American Tent and Awning company, re- | 
sulted in. the death of six firemen, who 
‘were crushed by the falling walls and floors. 
,» It was not until 3 a. m. that the first body 
was reached. It was that of WilMam Dun- 
don, @ipeman of Company.No..23. The next 
‘body recovered was that of Daniel W. Stéele, 
foréman of Company No. 12, and forty-five 
minutes later the remains of Michael Kehoe, 


recovered. 
This evening the searchers in the ruins 
uncovered the bodies of Thierry, Krenning, 
and McBride. All three bodies lay tlose to- 
gether. Apparently they had been caught 
in the crash as they started ‘to ascend the 
-gtaits to rescue their imprisoned companions. 
A fund for the relief of the relatives of the 
victims, started by an afternoon paper, 
amounts to nearly $5,000.

CIENT RELIGIOUS RITES. 


Coronation Ritual to Include Features 
| Not Witnessed in England Since the 
Accession of Queen Elizabeth — 
King Is Preoccupied with the Cere- 
monial Side of the Ceurt Function— 
Kaiser Takes a Deep Interest in the 


Preparations.

LONDON, ‘Feb. 6, 3 a. m.—The corona-. 
tion has its religious side, and, like 
every other detail in the ritual of 
the established church, it is fraught with 
controversy. High church men are bent 
upon the enrichment of the service at 
the abbey, emphasizing and developing 
the sacerdotal character of the ritual as a 
veritable consecration of a monarch. It has 
been difficult to interest the King in prece- 
dents relating. to archaic religious form, 
since he is preoccupied with the ceremonial 
side of the splendid court function, which is 
to be of unexampled stateliness. 

* Several points have been decided. . The 


coronation servicé, as at Victoria’s time. 
The anointing of the King and Queen will 
also take place. The King will wear a linen 
shirt, and over it one of crimson sarcenet, 
with holes where the anointing oil can be 
applied to the breast. Queen Alexandra.will 
follow the example of Victoria in modify- 
ing this portion of the ritual. Queen Eliza- 
beth was the last monarch to be anointed 
‘with ofl and chrism, the latter fluid consist- 
ing of three parts, oil, cream, and balsam, 
each having symbolic significance.’ The an- 
cient coronation ritual use of cifrism as well 
as of oil is strongly advocated by extreme 
high church men, but the matter has not been 
settled, although the King is reported to 
favor the Elizabethan method. : 


Objects to Wearing a Mitre. 
Another controversial question relates to 
the Archbishop of Canterbury’s costume. 
Medieval precedent requires him to wear 
a miter. Archbishop Temple is strongly op- 
posed to the use of the miter, and cannot be 
convinced that it is necessary to use it. The 
Archbishop is taking a keen interest in all 
the details of the ceremony, and is closely 
associated with the Bishop of Winchester, 
the Earl of Beauchamp, the Duke of Norfolk, 
and Sir Arthur Ellis in arranging the precise 
order of the service, subject to the King’s 
approval.

Woodford Explains His Action. - 

New York, Feb. 5.—A copy of ex-Senator _ 
Chandler's article reviewing the diplomatic 
incidents which preceded the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war was shown to General Stewart lL. 
Woodford, ex-Minister to Spain, and 
reading it he said: i 

‘“T have no idea that the public will be 
interested in this matter of ancient history. 
If so, the simple answer is: It is true, £— 
never demanded independence. It was abso- 
lutely impossible to do so. It would have 
resulted in my being ordered away within 
twenty-four hours, and have precipitated 
the war-sooner than it came. I never had 
any ‘instructions to demand independence. 
The only thing looking to it was a suggestion 
of the President for my own guidance. I 
answered that independence was, under the 
Spanish constitution, impossible’ without 
prior sanction of the Cortes, 7 ‘ 

‘“* As to the purchase, the thing nev 
in the remotest way suggested to me by the 
administration. On my own hook I sounded 
one or two persons at Madrid, and found that 
as impracticable as the suggestion of inde 
pendence. And so I never suggested it to 
the Spanish government.”’

He has been conductor of the Royal, Haymarket, and Drury Lane Theaters 
in London. Mr, Armbruster came to the United States two years ago and has been 
delivering a series of lectures on music matters.

with the methods employed by the W. C. T. 
U. and the Prohibition party. 

“The trouble with the W. C. T. U. and 
other Prohibitionists,” said Mr. Gray, “is 
that they want to shake 500 bushels of ap- 
ples from one tree, and are in too big a 
hurry to plant more trees.” \, 


Points to Crime Congested Area. 

Addressing a meeting of prohibitionists in 
Evanston the leader of the “ Forward 
Movement” said: “In a canvass of a dis- 
trict in Chicago a half mile square I found 
808 saloons, 257 questionable places, with 
1,729 inmates, and 150 wine parlors. On a 
Sunday night.I found in this district 1,214 
people in churches and missions, and ap- 
proximately 45,000 people in theaters, yau- 
deville houses, and low places of amuse- 
ment.”’ 

The district of which this enumeration was 
taken by Mr. Gray radiates from a center at 
Adams and. Halsted streets. Although the 
canvass was made seyeral months ago, Mr. 
Gray thinks the conditions as indicated by 
the figures are not changed. ‘‘ There may 
‘met be quite so many saloons, but there are 
‘more low vaudeville houses,’’ he said. 


People Want Amusement. 

“"T compiled these figures carefully with a 
view to providing a cure for the immorality 
of that district,” continued Mr. Gray. “I 
had one man employed for weeks counting 
the number of people in the winerooms, sa- 
Joons, and vaudeville houses. The figures 
for the Sunday night attendance at places of 
amusement I obtained for the most part my- 
self. My deduction is that the people, first 
of all, want entertainment. 


Three Steps in Remedy. 

“The plan for the regeneration of this 
district which I have formed and which 
will be pushed by the ‘ Forward Movement’ 
consists of three steps. The first is the use 
of social means. Family life has been trans- 
| ferred to the saloons. There should be 
% social forces put to work outside of the 
saloon. I would have places fitted up where 
continuous vaudeviile entertainments by 
Christian artists could be carried on. 
would have-.in addition pool and billiard 
rooms, and when people had been attract- 
ed to these places I would work for indus-. 
trial prohibition. 


Practical Work Conies First. . 

“After these things have been done ft will 
be time to begin the work for political pro- 
hibition. At present the liquor forces have 
invaded the church, and until this condition 
shall have been changed the W. C. T. U. can 
do little."

ORCHESTRA TRUSTEES SAY TASTE 
HERE IS IMPROVING. | 


Deprecate Flattery on Part of Cari 
Afmbruster Concerning Judgment 
of Opera Here Compared with New 
York Audiences—Thomas Concerts 
Grow More Popular and Supporters 
Wish Grau’s Company Would Come 
and Make Use of Organization.

They found 
no fault with Grau’s production of grand 
opera, and did not think the fact that his 
productions paid in New York showed that 
the musical taste of that city was bad. 

“ We wish Mr. Grau could see his way clear 
to coming to Chicago,” said one of the 
trustees, *‘ so that he might make use of our 
orchestra. When he comes it means money 
for the orchestra and development of Chica- 
go musical culture. We cannot afford to 
quarrel with Mr. Grau. Who of the crowds 
that go to opera is familiar enough with the 
stage business of grand opéra to say whether 
Herr Armbruster is right or wrong on the 
question of cuts in ‘ Lohengrin,’ *‘ Carmen,’ 
or any other opera?’’ 

*T do not propose to be drawn into any 
controversy which may arise from Armbrus- 
ter’s comparison of New York and Chicago,” 
said Charlies Hamill, one of the trustees of 
the Chicago Orchestra.

Not over 25 per cent of the bills introduced 
will become laws and it is quite likely that 
the proportion will be less. 
If the 25 per cent are agreed upon the 


ever, that the amount may be reduced below 
this point, and the figures might not exceed 
66,000,000. If $8,500,000 is appropriated this 
does not mean that the entire sum would be 
taken from the Treasury forthwith or during 
any one year. 

It is the policy of Congress to authorize 
only such sums as can be expended during 
one year, and each Congress appropriates 
installments for the public structures, some 
of which require ten years to complete. 

Congress has been in session less than two 
months, and the public building bills intro- 
duced have averaged 150 a month, and other 
measures are being dropped in the box every 
day. It would not be surprising if the num- 
ber should increase to 500 before the session 
is a month older, but it is quite probable that 
the larger the number becomes the smaller 
will be the percentage of those which become 
laws.

The firmness of the President, coupled 
with his great courtesy and his manifest 
diplomacy, has won the day. The Ways 
and Means committee will back down from 
the position it assumed with considerable 
bitterness only about ten days ago. A bill 
will be introduced providing for about 26, 
per cent reduction on Cuban sugar and to-, 
bacco, conditioned on the granting by Cuba 
of exclusive concessions to the United States

“The Elkins bill provides that an order 
of the committee shall be suspended pend- 
ing proceedings in review in court unless 
ordered otherwise. The Nelson-Corliss bill 
provides that the filing by the carrier of a 
petition for review shall of itself suspend 
the order for thirty days, and the court 
may further suspend such order if found 
to be based upon error of law or unjust 
or unreasonable upon the facts. 

“We maintain that it would be unwise 
to suspend the commission’s order during 
review unless good cause should appear. 
The Elkins bill provides that the court shall 
hear the case upon the record before the com- 
mission, and such additional testimony as 
the court may decide necessary shall be

Suggestion Is Made That Any Political

the ballot only to the women, according to | 
a statement by Governor. Taft In -his evi- 
dence before the Senate Philippines com- 
mittee today. 

Governor Taft said that the women of the 
Philippines hold a superior position. They | 
are the active managers in general affairs, 
and the Spanish Archbishop had said to him 
that if it was intended to confer any political 
authority upon the Filipinos it should be 
conferred upon fhe female sex.

HIGH BUILDINGS IN CHICAGO. — 
The ordinance repealing the limitation of 
the height of buildings has been passed in 
the City Council by so large a majority that 
it may be considered fairly responsive to 
public opinion on the subject. Therefore 
the motives of Tax Trisunp will not be 
misinterpreted if it shall now express its 
views as to thie subject of high buildings, 
concerning which it was silent while the 
matter was still before the Council. — 
Without any refefence to individual cases 
Tae Tareuns is decidedly of the opinion 
that the high buildings-meaning thereby 
structures of more than ten stories—are a 
public advantage. Arguments are advanced 
against them, but those arguments did not 
convince the Council, nor do they have in- 
fluence with the general public. 
The esthetes object to the high buildings. 
They say they are unsightly and an inter- 
ference with the “sky lime.” That is an 
— which should have been consid- 
‘earlier. Db will be removed now in part 

by multiplying the number of high build- 
ings, of which many are already in exist- 
ence. A few lonely, isolated skyscrapers 
do look a little ungainly, but with every 
additional one that is erected the impact 
upon the nerves of those sensitive people 
who have looked on a tall building as a 
monstrosity will be lessened.: -Many. who 
began by hating skyscrapers, and who now 
endure them, will get quite fond of them 
in the near future. Familiarity breeds re- 
spect as often as it does contempt. When 
there are many more of these lofty build- 
ings piercing the upper air it will be dis- 
covered that they add to instead of detract | 
from the dignified beauty and stately charm 
of civic architecture. | 
Anothet objection to high buildings is 
based on hygienic grounds. It is said they 
tend to cut off the light and the air, and 
hence to breed a pallid and sickly genere- 
tion of workers. This argument does not 
count for so much in Chicago as would 


‘elsewhere. This is a young city, and be- 


cause of its youth it has wide streets, which 
provide abundant light and air space. 
oreover, it probably never will be true 


smaller, darker, and mustier. buildings. 
Special attention is paid in the tall buildings 
to ventilation and to light. Their commer- 


cial value depends largely on compliance 


with rules of hygiene. | 


As for the man in the street, he will have 
no cause to compleia of imperfect ventile- 
tion, no matter how lofty the surrounding 
buildings may be. Chicago was known as 
the Windy Olty before it had skyscrapers. 
It is no less windy now. Whoever craves 
fresh air in sweeping billows has but to 
stand on a corner where there is a high 
building. As for sunlight, there is no lack 
of it in the business district when the sun 
shines and the smoke is not so dense as to 
shut off ite beams. | oh 

These esthetic and hygienic objections are 
but the light artillery of the objectors to 
high buildings. Their big gun is the argu- 
ment that these buildings “ congest”’ the 
downtown district. But curiously enough, 
this congestion, meaning thereby the mass- 
ing of men and women, is most marked 
where there are practically no high build- 
ings. No street has a greater number of these 
edifices than Dearborn has, but it is not a 
congested thoroughfare. State street is the 
great sufferer from congestion—not at Ran- 
dolph, however, where the tallest building 
in the city stands, but south of Randolph, 
where the department stores and the great 
dry goods stores are. 

Probably State and Madison is the most 
crowded corner in the workd. Thereis noth- 
ing like it in London, Paris, or New York. 
The throngs that eddy around this corner 
are not made up principally of workers in 
the lofty office buildings, or of people who 
have business with the occupants of rooms 
jn these buildings. These throngs are made 
up chiefly of shoppers who have come from 
all the residence districts of the city, from 
its suburbs, and from the country towns 
and villages only a few hours’ ride from 
Chicago. The shopping district is a vast 
hopper of which State and Madison streets 
is the middle point, and into this hopper 
all these shoppers are thrown, there to circle 
and eddy about. Most of these shoppers 
are women, and are slow in their motions. 
This makes the congestion all the more 
acute, | 

It is a question whether a department 
store can utilize profitably a building over 
eight or stories in height. The pro 
prietors of these stores have not yet invited 
their customers to go higher up than that. 
While the department stores are not re- 
sponsible for high buildings, yet the opposi- 
tion to. these buildings has become inter- 
woven in a way with the opposition in cer- 
tain quarters to department stores, * 

These are distinct propositions. There is 
mo necessary connection between a depart- 
ment store and a building over 120 fect in 
height. The capitalists interested in high 
buildings are, as a rule, different from those 
who are interested in department stores, 
Nevertheless the opponents of tal] buildings 
are found appealing to the prejudices of the 
shopkeepers in the outlying districts against 
department stores, thus seeking to blend 
questions which have nothing in common. 

Alderman Rector said the other evening 
that the department stores are supported 
in a considerable degree by the constituents 
of Aliermen who voted againet high build- 
ings. If those Aldermen really object to 


not by prohibiting the erection of buildings 
which the department stores would not oc- 
cupy, but by persuading their constituents 
to go down-town to shop. Residents 
of the outlying districts do not go to these 
stores because they are in eight-story build- 
ings while local stores are in two or three 
story buildings. They patronized the down- 
town department stores when they were 
in small buildings.

A petition concerning the Philippines was 
presented by Senator Hoar day before yes- 
terday. It asks for the suspension of hos- 
tilities-in the Philippine Islands and that 
an opportunity be given for a discussion 
of the situation between the government 
and the Filipino “leaders.” This petition 
is signed by several well-known citizens. 
Among them are George F. Edmunds, Mark 
Twain, the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst, W. D. 
Howells, and Bishop Vincent. It is said 
that thirty-six professors in the University 
of Chicago and a number of other educators : 
have put their names to this appeal to the 
Senate. 

The sincerity of the men who are exer 
cising after this fashion their right to peti- 
tion Congress ought not to be disputed. 
They read of occasional encounters between 
American soldiers and Filipino bolomen, at- 
tended with more or less loss of life. These 
things shock them and their humane im- 
pulses urge them to ask for a suspension 
of hostilities. But they have made their 
appeal in the wrong quarter. They should 
have addressed it to the Filipino guerrillas, 
as they are the persons who are carrying 
on the hostilities which cause these emv- 

tional gentlemen so much grief. The Amer- 
ican soldiers are not provoking hostilities. 
They are simply endeavoring to do ‘their 
duty when bostilities are thrust upon them. 
It is more than likely that if this petition 
| Were to be sent to the chiefs of the bolomen 
they would pay no attention to it, being 
geo ignorant that they do not know evea 
by name its distinguished signers, who are 
their American friends. Nevertheless, it 
is to these insurgents that the appeal for a 
suspension of hostilities should be made. 

So completely are the signers of this peti- 
tion carried away by their feelings that 
they suggest a discussion of the situation 
between this government and the Filipino 
“ leaders.” These “ leaders ” are the chiefs 
of savage bandits whose unspeakable crue!- 

thes are practiced on Filipinos as well as on 
Americans when the former will not aid 
these bandits. “The great majority of the 
people of the islands,” says Governor Taft, 
“desire peace.”

TAXATION REFORM WANTED 


St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Van Sant’s message, devoted princi- 
pally to the railroad merger, was read be- 
fore the special session of the Legislature 
today. Although the lawmakers were valled 
together for the purpose of framing a taxa- 
tion law, it is evident that the promised con- 
d + golidation will form the principal topic dur- 
7 ing the extra session. 

The Attorney General's action on behalf 
of Minnesota is explained. The Legislature 
is urged to take any action necessary to pre~- 
vent consolidation of the former competing 
lines, as it is claimed serious injury to the 
State would result from the management of 
both roads by the one board. 


Wants Tax Laws Just to All. 


After reciting the occasion for the extra 
- pession’ to be the desire to secure a revision 
-of the somewhat mixed tax laws of the State 
the Governor urged that immediate action 
on the matter be taken looking to the pas- 
gage of laws suggested by the commission, 
with such amendments as may be deemed 
wise. He argued against any discrimina- 
tion in the laws, especially speaking against 
any laws which might make the poor bear 
an unequal share of the burdens of taxa- 
tion. 
Regarding the so-called railroad merger 


Governor Van Sant says: ef 


“ At this time I desire to inform the Leg- 
islature of the suit brought by the State of 
Minnesota against the Northern Securities 
company of New Jersey. Believing that 
this corporation was organized for the pur- 
pose of evading and violating the laws of 
Minnesota by consolidating the properties 
of the Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
companies, which companies run parallel 
and are competing lines of railway within the 
State, I requested Attorney Genera! Douglas 
to bring suit in the name of the State to pre- 
vent such consolidation.” 


Holds Consolidation Certain. 


He then quotes from the statutes covering 
the case and continues: 

“That the Northern Securities company 
can, and if not prevented by the courts will, 
merge or consolidate the lines and property 
of the two railréad ‘companies under one 
management is evidenced by reference to 
sections 8 and 4 of the articles of incorpora- 
tion of the Northern Securities company, 
which authorize that company ‘ to purchase, 
hold, sell, assign, transfer, mortgage, pledge, 
or otherwise dispose of shares of the stock 
of any corporation or corporations, associa- 
tion or associations of the State of New Jer- 

sey, or any other State, Territory, or coun- 
try, and while owner of such stock 
to exercise all the rights, powers, 
and privileges of ownership, includ- 
ing the right to vote thereon. To aid in 
any manner any corporation or association 
of which any bonds or other securities or 
evidences of stock are held by the corpora- 
tion; and to do any acts or things designed 
to protect, preserve, or enhance the value of 
_@ny such bonds or other securities or evi- 
dences or indebtedness or stock.’ 


Great Power of New Corporation. 


“'Thése powers are as broad as language 
can make them and authorize the Northern 
Securities company not only to vote the stock 
of the Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
railway companies and thus exercise all the 
powers and privileges of ownership and con- 
trol, but specifically empowers the corpora- 
tion to do any acts or things designed to en- 
hance the value of the stock of the companies 
mentioned, which, of course, includes the 
right to increase freight rates directly or to 
change the classification of freight to. in- 
crease the rates. mee 

“ Knowing that several other States in 
addition to Minnesota would be affected by 
this consolidation, and that the declared 
public policy of such States through consti- 
tutional or legislative provisions was similar 
to that of our State, I deemed it wise to call 
a conference of the Governors and Attorneys 
General of the States through which the lines 
of railway pass in order that such method of 

: acta might be adopted as would be uni- 
rm. 


All Western States a Unit. 


“This conference was held at Helena, 
Mont. There were present the Governors 
and Attorneys General not only of our State, 
but of Montana, South Dakota, and Idaho, 

da the Attorney General of Washington. 

e Governor of the last named State died 
just prior to the conference, and owing to 
this fact his successor, Governor McBride, 
was unable to attend. Governor McBride 
has since, however, in a published interview, 
called the attention of the people of his State 
to the dangers threatened by the consolida- 
tion of these two companies. The conference 
was harmonious throughout, and that the 
offictal representatives of the various States 
were wholly in sympathy with the actionsof 
this State and its determination to oppose 
this consolidation is shown by the resolution 
which was passed unanimously.’’ 

The Governor then read the resolutions 
adopted at Helena, which have been here- 
published, and continued: 

“It was determined, owing to the impor- 
tance of the case and for the purpose of get- 
ting the matter disposed of at as early a date 
as possible, to bring the suit in the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the first in- 


- Must Not Violate State Laws. 

He recited the arguments before that court 
On Jan. 27 and added: 

™“ What the final decision will be it is dim- 
cult to foretell, but it does not seem possibile 
that a New Jersey corporation, no matter 
what its capitalization, will be permitted to 
violate the laws of the sovereign State of 
Minnesota. If the final decision should be 
against the State the battle is not then lost; 
there is one remedy that never fails and 
which is more supreme even than the Su- 
preme Court. I quote the words of Judge 
Brewer in an address made at the bicenten- 
mial of Yale Collexge, in which he said, in 


courts to crush them, ‘ appeal must be taken 
to the great court of public opinion, whose 
decrees are irresistible. In that court every 
man is counsel and every man is Judge.’ 

“ If the Supreme Court does not take juris- 
fiction it is the intention of the Attorney 
General to bring suit in the State courts, and 
every effort will be made to have the case 
reached speedily in the court of last resort, 
where it must finally be disposed of.”’

| Elkins’ Proposed Amend- 


ments to Commerce Act 
Find Small Favor. 


GREAT CHANGE IN STAND. 


“Community of Interests” Proves 
_a Powerful Substitute for 
Corporations. 


: 

Few of the prominent railroad officials here 
hre in favor of Senator Elkins’ proposed 
amendments to the interstate commerce law. 

Two or three years ago the enactment of 
a law permitting railroads to pool traffic 
or earnings would have been welcomed by 

ost of the railroads in this country. Prior 

o that time they are said to have:paid enor- 
mous amounts to lobbyists in Washington 
to bring about its enactnient. Since then, 
however, a complete change of attitude on 
the pooling question has taken place. In- 
stead of aiding the commission they now 
would rather spend money to have such @& 
law defeated. 

The cause for this radical change of opin- 
ion is that the “ community of interests” 
established during thé last two years places 
the control of nearly all the railroads in 


The big interests, which have been absorb- 
ing all the smaller or independent lines, are 
stifl after more, and have reached the con- 
clusion their plans would be interfered with 


by legalized pools. 


Conditions Change Attitude, 

With only five or six railroad systems in 
the country, and these bound together by a 
*‘oommunity of interests,’ the big railroad 
magnates expect to be able to maintain rates 
better than they could through pools, and 
especially pools subject to the supervision 
of the Interstate Commercecommission. . 

Pools such as are proposed by Senator 
Elkins, it is claimed, would take the rate 
making power entirely out of the hands of 
the railroads and permit the commission 
to determine what thesates should be, and, 
moreover, would enable small or indirect 
independent lines to hold up the big ones 
by refusing to join a pool until guaranteed 
such proportions of the earnings.as would 
make them “strong enough to resist any at- 
tempt to absorb them. 


Fish Opposes Pooling Law. 
Among the high railroad officials who for-. 


’ merly were In favor of pools and are now 


against them are Stuyvesant Fish, Presi- 
dent of the Ilinols Central, and Milton H. 
Smith, President of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville. They claim their experience with 
pools has led them to believe they would 
fail to accomplish the purposes for which 
the legalization is advocated. | 

The opinion also is freely expressed that 
whatever penalties apply for violation of the 
law should apply with equal force to the 
shippers and carriers. It also is urged that 
provision should be made in the dct to com- 
pel shippers convicted of accepting cut rates 
to disgorge the amount of the cut, as well 
as pay the penalty imposed by the act. 


Section Men Not Preferred. 
The Lake Shore has abandoned the rule 
of giving to section men the preference, other 
things being equal, over all other applicants 
for such positions as locomotive firemen and 
freight brakemen. It has been assumed that 
the outdoor work of these men made them 
better qualified for the hardships of the 
two occupations. Now operating officials 
say the regularity of the life of the section 
men renders them less likely to stand the 
irregular hours of firemen and brakemen. 


Seeks Outlet to Buffalo. 


The Flint and Pére Marquette is making 
efforts to secure an independent outlet to 
Buffalo. The road is said to contemplate 
the buying of the Lake Erie and Detroit 
railroad, which runs between Walkerville,
